German Proposals Not Acceptable. 

After careful examination of the 
contents of the proposed note as out- 
lined by Ambassador Gerard, which 
coincides “vith Berlin press dispatches 
of the last few days, high officials 
are practically agreed that the United 
States cannot without sacrificing im- 
portant neutral rights express its ap- 
proval of the German proposals in 
their present form. 

The draft was shown to Ambassador 
Gerard with the idea of eliciting from 
him an expression of opinion, and he 
promptly asked for instructions from 
Washington as tof whether the United 
States could make concessions. Presi- 
dent Wilson has been advised of the 
situation in several long messages 
sent to his summer residence at Cor- 
nish, N. H., and the impression ob- 
tained tonight from reliable quarters 
was that the American government 
very probably would instruct its am- 
bassador within a day or two to de- 
cline to express any view until after 
the formal reply delivered to him. 

What Germany Has Proposed. 

Just what Germany proposed has 
not been officially divuleed. Secre- 
tary Lansing today took the position 
that it would not be proper for him 
to disclose Germany's position as in- 
formally reported by Mr. Gerard with- 
out authorization from the Berlin gov- 
ernment. He stated merely that there 
had been no exchange of views or in- 
formal negotiations between Germany 
and the United States and declined 
to predict whether there would be. 

From Berlin dispatches and author- 
itative sources here it is learned, how- 
ever, that the note as drafted by the 
German foreign office with Emperor 
William’s subsequent approval would 
give assurances that Americans might 
travel with safety on the high seas on 
certain conditions imposed by Germa- 
ny, such as the marking of belliger- 
ent vessels carrying Americans, no- 
tification by the United States to Ger- 
many of the date of departure and 
character of such vessels, and an in- 
spection insuring their non-carriage of 
munitions of war.

Our casualties were in- 
significant and the platoon returned 
virtually intact to its own trenches, 
having completely succeeded in its mis- 
sion. A German wireless report of the 
5th, claiming repulse of an attack with 
sanguinary. loss on the Pilken road, 
presumably was intended to convey the 
of this affair.

Adverse action by the senate finance 
committee upon the bill proposing to repeal 
it is evidence of the legislative intent not 
to tamper with it. The committee saw 
clearly the grave danger involved in the re- 
_ pealing bill, and promptly and overwhelm- 
ingly put its veto upon it. The senate is 
now debating the adverse report, which, if 
agreed to, kills the repeal measure. 

It is difficult to conceive even of the sug- 
gestion to repeal this law, particularly un- 
der existing conditions, when repeal would 
be the next thing to repudiation. The leg- 
islature as a whole can, of course, have no 
serious thought of it; repeal would mean 
the undoing of the ‘only financial progress 
Georgia has made in a decade. 

The tax equalization law last year 
brought an increase of $85,000,000 in proper- 
ty returns, largely through the discovery of 
property heretofore untaxed, and that in- 
crease absolutely saved the good name of 
the state. It was the far-reaching influence 
of that law which enabled Georgia to refund 
three and a half million dollars of bonds at 
almost half the interest rate which other 
states have been required to pay, and ata 
time when some states are unable to find 
any market at all for bonds, but must be 
content with high interest time loans, 

This law is worth far more to Georgia 
than its achievement, now gradually being 
worked out, of equalizing tax values; itis a 
fundamental underlying financial reputation 
and credit. Without it, under existing con- 
ditions, there probably would have been no 
increase at all in last year’s tax returns, and 
those of the current year would have suf- 
fered a fearful slump, piling up what would 
no doubt have been an already burdensome 
deficit on the state treasury. 

With this double value it possesses of 
saving state finances and protecting Geor- 
gia’s good name, in the very beginning of its 
application, it is not to be credited that 
men in whose hands the reputation and 
honor of the state are placed would give 
even a moment’s serious consideration to its 
abandonment. 

The tax equalization law has only just 
begun to render service to the: state; if let 
alone Georgia will build upon it until every 
piece of property in the state is on the tax 
books, and equality and justice are estab- 
lished in the apportionment of tax burdens. 

Georgia, in addition to the splendid servy- 
ice rendered the state at home, could have 
no better advertisement abroad than the 
wise and careful administration of this law. 

The senate finance committee has acted 
wisely in giving the repealing bill an over- 
whelming adverse report. 

The senate should now follow up the gd- 
verse committee report by giving the repeal 
measure its quietus. | 

Many of the strongest members of the 
senate are known to be vigorously opposed 
to the repealing bill or even to tampering 
with the equalization law at all. 

Georgia needs the tax equalization law, 
and the state is depending upon this general 
assembly to see to it that it is let alone.

Those who cannot keep 
pace with the progressive stride should 
stand aside. 


SETTLE THE COTTON PROBLEM. 

Neither the south nor the nation can af- 
ford another cotton crisis like that of last 
fall. The north, the east and the west all 
felt the force of the blow that fell upon the 
south with the outbreak of the European 
war. No great section of the country can 
suffer as the south did then without the 
effect of it vitally penetrating every other 
section. 

Every state in the south is today entering 
emphatic protest against the continuance of 
the blockade of neutral European ports by 
the British navy. This blockade affects cot- 
ton more than any other single product. It 
may legitimately afiect articles 
which are properly included under the clas- 
sification of contraband of war, but cotton 
cannot be so classified, and never has been 


certain 


except by the arbitrary and unjustifiable 
order of the English admiralty. 

Aside from the importance of the matter 
to the cotton grower, cotton is the one 
product which for years has maintained 
the balance of trade in favor of this coun- 
try. Year in and year out, the amount of 
gold this country has received as payment 
for, the excess of exports over imports has 
been represented by the value of southern 
cotton sent abroad. The current year, with 
the extraordinary conditions it has brought, 
is somewhat of an exception, but the time 
will again come when cotton alone must 
save the day in building our trade balance. 

The free and undisturbed movement of 
cotton thus becomes a great national ques- 
tion. We pointed this out in the cotton 
crisis of 1914, and we repeat it now. 

We can readily understand the difficulty 
in pressing our position ag to cotton with 
England, while diplomatic negotiations rela- 
tive to the sinking of the Lusitania are 
pending with Germany. But the German 
matter seems now néar settlement, and the 
very moment it is out of the way the cotton 
problem must be taken hold of determin- 
edly, with a view to the earliest possible 
relief, 

There remain but days between 
now and cotton harvest time. By the first 
of September the new crop will have begun

WHERE WOMEN CAN HELP. 


It has been put squarely up to the city 
woman how she can help the farm woman, 
through the market bureau of the Georgia 
state department of agriculture, and the 
agent in charge asks the co-operation of all 
Georgia women through a campaign for the 
purchase of Georgia products. 

The Unite 
a series of bulletins setting forth the needs 
of farm women, its information drawn from 
many letters sent by the farm women them- 
selves. They ask an opportunity to dispose 
of their wares in the city, and they ask for 
help in that direction. 

Extension work has been done* through 
state colleges of agriculture to encourage 
women to develop their part of the farm, 
especially to work through the dairy and 
its milk and butter yield, and all varieties 
of canned products, 
steady demand in the cities. 

Rural Georgia is the 
possession of fresh vegetables, fruits; eggs 
and dairy products. The department of ag- 
riculture has established a market bureau 
to aid the country woman sell her wares. 
Now the movement has reached.the place 
in the plan where the city woman is calied 
upon to do her part. She is on record as 
wanting to do something for the rural sister. 
The city woman has innumerable organiza- 
tions through which to push her part of the 
plan, and it is up to her now to do it. 

The market bureau is ready with any 
information desired to push the movement 
to success with the co-operation of both 
elements of women, but the city woman 
must support, through her practical interest, 
the campaign for the purchase of the Geor- 
gia products.

“T am presenting to your honorable body 
a bill authorizing the state tax commissioner 
to call annually a convention of the local 
boards of tax assessors and equalizers of the 
State. 

“The equalization tax act has demon- 
strated in many ways its necessity, its wis- 
dom, its justice. The state's financial condi- 
tions has been greatly improved by its oper- 
ation and the necessary tax burden has been 
more equally distributed between those citi- 
zens who had been accustomed to paving 
taxes. It has forced those citizens who had 
by undervaluation, and too frequently, no 
return whatever, to pay taxes on their prop- 
erty, thus sharing the burden of govern- 
ment 

“The purpose of the act was, (a) to get 
on the tax digest all of the property of the 
State subject to taxation, and (b) between 
those who pay taxes to distribute the bur- 
den equally. 

“The first year’s operation of the act 
was to raise values in the state to approxi- 
mately $85,000,000, 65 per cent of which was 
from property never before returned, and 
the remainder of the increase resulted from 
the process of equalization. This large in- 
‘rease of tax values enabled the governor 

the comptroller general to cut the tax 

from 6 mills to 4% mills, thus saving 
to the people of the-state a half-million of 
dollars in taxes which they otherwise, would 
have had to pay. I repeat, that no one who 
has studied the finances of the state and who 
has Kept up with the operation of the tax 
act needs any further argument to justify 
its passage. 

Taxation Least Understood. 

“This law, like every other law, is effi- 
cient in proportion to the sentiment back of 
it, and I have endeavored as far as my of- 
fice is concerned to administer the equaliza- 
tion tax act so as to deserve and receive the 
confidence of the good people of the state. 
Taxation is the very lifeblood of the state 
and affects every man, woman and child in 
the state, but it is the least undertood of any 
function exercised by the government. It is 
the truth to say that ninety-nine men out of 
hundred in his annual contribution to 
government recognizes in the act of return- 
ing his property for taxation that it Is 
merely an individual transaction between 
himself and the state, and that he is not 
interested in what his neighbor does, while 
in point of fact he is as equally interested 
in the act and conduct of every other tax- 
payer as in his own.

The annual meeting 
of the local boards of the state for the ex- 
change and interchange of experiences, the 
swapping of views so to speak, and the mak- 
ing of suggestions for the better enforce- 
ment of the act, would result in advancing 
the administration of the law and lighten 
the difficulties in handling this intricate, 
delicate, and the least understood of any 
function exercised by government. 

“[T earnestly recommend, therefore, the 
passage of this law, and invite vour consid- 
eration of the proposed bill, believing it will 
prove more helpful if passed than anything 
you can do looking to popularizing the law,

Farmers’ Union and Georgia ‘Suggested in Bill Introduced 


Federation Combine on Six 
Bills Affecting Members. 


One of the most significant move- | 
ments in the industrial history of the! 
state was consummated yesterday | 
when a federation of the Georgia! 
branch of the Farmers’ Educational 
and Co-operative union and the Georgia | 
Federation of Labor was arranged by. 
leaders of the farmers’ unions and men | 
prominent in organized labor. | 

Although the initial aim of the fed- 
eration is to obtain passage through 
the present general assembly of a leg- 
islative program sanctioned by both 
parties to the coalition, it is pointed 
out that this union will substantially 
strengthen both members to the fed- 
eration\in all departments of their ac- 
tivities and stimulate their future prop- | 
aganda. 

The committee which was empowered 
to work out the details of the federa- 
tion, was composed of J. J. Brown, 
president of. the Farmers’ Union of 
Georgia; Charles S. Barrett, president 
of the National Farmers’ Educational 
and Co-operative union; A. C. Wooten, 
member of the executive committee of 
the Georgia Farmers’ union; Louie 
Marquardt, president of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor; Luther Still, vice 
president of the Georgia Federation 
of Labor, and Ross Copeland, chairman 
of the legislative committee of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor. 

The list of bills which the federation 
will now work for at the capitol is 
the semi-monthly payday bill, the fac- 
tory inspection bill and a bill for a 
state printing establishment, which 
were proposed by the labor represent- 
atives, and a bill establishing the re- 
call of public officials, one for school 
books at cost and one establishing the 
Torrens land system, which three were 
proposed by the representatives of the 
farmers. 

The bill forbidding docking and fin- 
ing of factory employees, which had 
been proposed and accepted at a for- 
mer meeting of the committee, was | 
voluntarily withdrawn by the _ labor '§ 
men in the interests of equal benefit 
from the efforts of the federation com- 
mittee. 

While the representatives of the 
farmers and the trades will bend every
